Mob Attack at Denison. 


Denison, Texas, July 12.—Fifty-one 


men attacked by a mob here early 
today included 47 being brought to 
Denison to be sworn in as United 
'State's deputy marshals, and four rail- 
road guards, according to informa- 
tion available here late today. First 
reports that some of the men at- 
tacked were coming here to take 'the 
places of striking shopmen were In- 
correct. 


One guard was shot and wounded, 


IS other men beaten by the mob al- 
leged to have been composed of strik- 
ers and their sympathizers. The at- 
tack occurred while the men, just 
arriving from Dallas, were marching 
from the station to the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas railroad shops. 


W. J. Pike, 67, watchman for the 


Missouri, Oklahoma & Gulf railroad, 
was shot in the abodmen and shoul- 
der. His condition is reported as not 
serious. The railroad property here 
comprises holdings of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, the Texas & Pacific, 
the Southern Pacific and the Missouri 
Oklahoma. & Gulf.

Commission to Decide. 


The reparations commission will de- 


cide tomorrow whether Germany must 
meet the July 15 payments, but will 
make no ruling as to a further mora- 
torium until it receives the report of 
the committee on guarantes, now in 
Berlin. 


The reason for the request for de- 


lay on the July payments is that Ger- 
many is buying wheat to last until 
the October harvest. Wheat from the 
United States for this purpose is now 
on the sea, it is explained and if the 
July payments were made there would 
not be enough foreign money in the 
treasury to meet the wheat bill, it is 
claimed, so that the German mark 
would be further' depreciated by new 
purchases of foreign currency or bills.

REJUVENATINGBERRY BEDS 


Okre Daring Summer .Insures Greater 


Return 
In 
Strawberries 
Next 
Season. 
Genera July 12.—With tfio close of 


tha fruiting season, many strawberry 
beds are Badly neglected, even though 
they'are expected tb Continue bearing? 
lor one or more- seasons longer, while- 
& little 
care 
during tho 
summer 


months will bo well repaid by increas- 
ed returns next season, say tha horti- 
culturists at the experiment station 
here. It Is ordinarily regarded as the 
better practice to set new beds each 
year than to continue the old beds, 
biit with favorable conditions 
and 


proper care two and even three prof- 
itable crops may,be harvested from 
the same bed, although it usually 
costs more to rejuvenate an old bed 
than to set a new one. The berries 
ripen slightly earlier and are gener- 
ally -smaller on old beds, and there 
Is greater danger from diaeaacs a:id In- 
sects than \vlth a new planting. Also 
a quick-growing crop may sometimes 
bo harvested from the same land if 
the Vinos aro plowed under as soon 
a* the strawberries have qjjlt bearing. 


Cure of Old Beds. 


It It Is decided to retain the old 


Strawberry bed. It will hs necessary 
to cultivate thoroughly, between tho 
rows and to thin out the old plants 
sufficiently to cncourago the produc- 
tion of runners nnd to furnish a suit- 
able place for them to take root, say 
the experts. In small beds, the thin- 
ning may be done with a hoc or spade, 
leaving one plant every 6 to 9 inches, 
and working up 
tho ground around 


the plant so that the runners may take 
root readily. 


In large plantings, some growers 


cut the old leaves with a mowing ma- 
chlno and, as soon as the material is 
sufficiently dry, burn over the field 
•when tho wind is blowing in the direc- 
tion of the rows, although there is 
always danger of injuring the crowns 
of the plants by this practice- 
The 


rows aro then narrowed down to 6 
to 12 Inches with a plow, disc-harrow 
or cultivator and the soil between the 
rows thoroughly 
stirred. • In both 


large and small plantings, a heavy ap- 
plication ot plant 
food, preferably 


well-rotted stable manure, should be 
broadcasted directly over the rows.

and the bedding clean, white sheets 
and pillow cases .being used. The jail 
and equipment in general was clean."

HOT LUNCHESJN SCHOOLS 


More Than 25,000 >*Cjv York Young- 


sters Gain In Health Through 


Milk and Proper Food. 


Ithaca, July 12. — More than COO 


Xew York schools had at least one 
hot dish at the lunch hour during the 
school year just closed,.according to 
figures given out today at the state 
agricultural college here. Hot lunches 
were served 
to 
more than 25,000 


school children and nearly 500 in this 
state brought milk to school partly 
as a result of the nutrition teaching 
of home demonstration agents and 
college specialists. The State Depart- 
ment of Education Is also interested 
in hot lunches for schools. 


Those in charge of health and nu- 


trition "work in the schools of the 
state say that improper noon, meals 
•of school children 
are 
one of the 


causes of the under nourishment that 
has affected their health and growth. 


Need Proper Food. . 


Too often the lunches have been 


poorly selected. Pie, cake and pickles 
have predominated in the menu and 
the meal has been eaten in a hurry 
in order, that the lunch hour might 
be used in play. Another cause of un- 
der nourishment is a lack of milk, 
succulent" fruits, vegetables and .whole 
cereals in the chlldrdfc's diet. This ap- 
plies to the meals served at home as 
well as to the school lunch. 


As a result of this work in New 


York and other states, more than 3,- 
800 rural schools now serve a hot 
food at noon and more than 10,000 
children bring or buy milk for the 
noon meal. In addition, milk fs being 
supplied to more than 100,000 chil- 
dren by various organizations. 


Not the least value of the nutrition 


work in the schools, the report points 
out, 
is the teaching that is done 'at 


home by the children in regard to 
their own and possibly their parents' 
selection of food. 


Among the counties 
in the state 


which have done pioneer work is Ot- 
sego county, Avhere alike in rural and 
In village and city schools the matter 
of proper lunches and the providing 
of milk have been given considera- 
tion. As a result the children of the 
county have shown distinct physical 
Improvement as well as keener inter- 
est In their school work.

Danube for Ocean-going 


Veiaela. 


Washington, D. O.—"Instinctively 


one links the Mississippi and the Mis- 
souri rivers; years to come may find 
us regarding the Danube and the Rhine 
la the same way," is the comment of 


National Geographic society Bulle- 


tin upon the reports of a plan to cut 
a steamship waterway from tbe North 
sea to the Black sea. 


'As for a 'waterway across Europe' 


—such a waterway already exists, 
though travelers through a small sec- 
tion ot it might have to resort to very 
•mall craft. 
Information about the 


condition of the canalized portion of 
this trans-European water route la 
not readily available, since the linking 
of the Rhine and the Danube occurs iu 
Germany. 


New Conception* of Europe. 


"The very fact that we classify the 


legend-laden Rhine in one mental 
pigeonhole, and the romantic, castled 
Danube In another, makes the an- 
nouncement of a 'waterway across Eu- 
rope' come upon us with the impact 
Of a fresh idea. Just as war brought 
about political changes la Europe, so 
peace Is bringing economic changes. 
Hence, If Germany carries out the 
project she la considering, we will have 
to think of a Europe cut through with 
a water route, just as we have learned 
to think of a Europe with Turkey al- 
most gone, a Poland with a boundary, 
and the new names of Czechoslovakia 
and Jugo-Slavia conspicuous upon its 
map. 


"A present water route across Eu- 


rope—and others are possible with very 
short portage*—lies along the Rhine 
to Mainz, op the Rhine's tributary, 
Main, to Bainberg, thence through the

Radio Inspector Schmidt Urgea That 


They Learn the Lawa and 


, 
Regulations. 


Nine out of every ten radio fans are 


good sports, but the tenth Is either a 
fan with poor Judgment or a "rottsr." 
It is up to the amateurs to see that 
restrictions are not Imposed upon 
them, by playing fair, says Radio In- 
spector- L. R. Schmidt of the Ninth 
district. 


This can be done by observing cer- 


tain cautions und by becoming posted 
on the radio laws and regulations. A 
copy of tbese regulations may be ob- 
tained from the superintendent of doc- 
uments, government printing 
office, 


Washington, D. C., for 15 cents. It Is 
wo'rth whUe to spend 15 cents in order 
to be a "square shooter" in the radio 
game. 


The groat trouble with amateurs Is 


that when they want to send a mes- 
sage around a corner they put OB all 
the power they have with/the hope 
that some one in Texas might pick up 
their message. The object should be 
to use the minimum amount of power 
to get the message to its destination. 


"In all circumstances, except in case 


of signals or radiograms relating to 
vessels In distress, nil stations shall 
use the minimum ampunt of energy 
necessary to curry out any communi- 
cation desired." 


Amateurs should keep their wave 


length to 200 meter*. 


They should use u "pure wave" or, 


as the regulations state, "if the send- 
ing apparatus is of such a character 
Ihut the energy Is radiated in two or 
more wave lengths, more or less sharp- 
ly defined, as indicated by a sensitive 
wave rncter, the energy In no one of 
Hie lesser waves shall exceed 10 per 
centum of that In the greater." 


The wave must be "sharp." 
As to 


this the regulations state: "At all sta- 
tions tho logarithmic decrement per 
complete oscillation In the wave trains 
emitted by the transmitter Blmll not 
exceed two-tenths when sending dis- 
tress Mgmils or signals and messages 
relating thereto." 


Amateurs frequently are at fault In 


calling stittions too often. The law 
states Hint they onn call throe times, 
send "d e" once and sign their station 
call three times; hut often the ama- 
teurs v.111 send the calls a dozen or 
more liinos.

GREAT LIGHT AS 


COLUMBUS TOMB 


Receiver General Pulliam's Idea 


for Memorial to the Great 


Discoverer. 


FUND OF $500,000 IS NEEDED 


Contend* That Columbus' Bones Arc 


Jn 
Santo 
Domingo—Say* 
All 


American* Should Con. 


tribute to Fund. 


New Tork.—One of the most Inter- 


esting undertakings Interrupted by 
the war wag that of building a great 
tomb and lighthouse over the remains 
of Christopher Columbus In Santo 
Domingo. It was the idea of William 
R Pulllam, then receiver general of 
customs of the Dominican Bepubllc, 
and his wife. When Mr. Pulliam left 
New York recently to resume that post 
he said that the plans for the monu- 
ment would be taken up again. If 
they are carried to completion a lofty 
mausoleum, like that of Napoleon in 
tes Invalldes In Paris, or Grant's 
tomb, on Riverside drive, will rise 
over the remains of Columbus and a 
giant beacon crowning it villl light 
the way of boats plying the Caribbean 
sea. 


Remains In Santo Domingo. 


There is general contention as to 


where the authentic remains of Colum- 
bus really lie. Many authorities, es- 
pecially those In Spain, maintain that 
the bones were removed from Santo 
Domingo to Havana in 1795 and thence 
in 1898 to Seville, Spain, but other 
historians and experts, with whom 
Mr. Pulliqm agrees, say that these are 
the remains either of Columbus's son, 
Diego, or his grandson, Luis, and that 
a leaden casket dug up in the cathe- 
dral of Santo Domingo in 1877 con- 
taining human bones has been estab- 
lished through inscriptions and his- 
torical records as the coffin of the dis- 
coverer. 


The following extracts are from let- 


ters -written by Mr. Pulllam in 1914 
to the Pan-American Union in Wash- 
ington and to President Jose Bordas 
of Santo Domingo regarding his proj- 
ect: 
• 
. 


"From my general Investigation of 


the subject, it -would appear the unani- 
mous opinion of Investigators that the 
remains of Columbus are In Santo Do- 
mingo, -where they have lain since 
broughtjrrom Spain about 1537. About

"I hope every prospective Investor

twenty years ago the Dominican gov- 
ernment set aside and vested in a 
junta Columblna, a tract of land In 
the heart of the city, for the purpose 
of erecting thereon a mausoleum for 
these remains. The location is idea!. 
It overlooks the sea so often traveled 
by Columbus on his voyages of dis- 
covery, and the anchorage where the 
humiliated admiral, divested of his 
authority by 3oba<11Jla, embarked for 
Spain In October, 1500, in irons. The 
mausoleum plan failed />f completion, 
but as a substitute a monument was 
erected In the cathedral, and in a 
crypt provided therefor the remains 
are now preserved. The monument, 
though ornate, is not commensurate 
with the greatness of Columbus nor 
does It constitute a fitting mark for 
such a world character. 


Favors Mausoleum. 


"I 
have often 
thought 
that a 


mausoleum corresponding in a way to 
that of Napoleon in Paris or the Grant 
tomb in New York, should be greeted, 
Its construction to be the concern of 
the Republic of North, Central and 
South America and of Canada. 
A 


massive tomb could be erected, and 
on tlie same a lighthouse superim- 
posed and a powerful light Installed 
to guide by night the path of the 
present-day perplexed mariner. Each 
country 
assisting might supply 
a 


marble slab or bronze tablet, suitably 
inscribed, to be placed in the interior 
around the sarcophagus." 


The total cost of the memorial tomb 


and lighthouse Mr. Pulliam placed In" 
191-1 at about $500,000. Whatever the 
present outlay would have to be, it is 
his and Mrs. Pulliam's view that every 
individual in the Americas should 
have his or her chance to contribute 
to the 
memorial, and that a levy of 


50 cents on each person would prob- 
ably bring in enough money to see the 
building through and provide a fund 
for maintenance and upkeep. 
His 


plnn hns received the enthusiastic in- 
dorsement of leaders throughout the 
American continent and in the Do- 
minican Republic, and he said that 
unofficial approval of the scheme hail 
recently been expressed by the gov- 
ernment at Washington.
